In the opinion of Attorney J. I. 
Simon of Pittsburgh, Irene Schroc- 
der and Olenn Dague have but one 
chance left for commutation of thel*- 
death chair sentence and th at one 
chance is the Pardon Board, Ac­ 
cording to Attorney Simon the con­ 
stitution prohibits the governor of 
Uie State 
of 
Pennsylvania 
from 
granting a pardon of commutntion 
unless the 
Pardon ^Board 
makes 
such recommendationT 
Section 9 of Article of the Con­ 
stitution of Pennsylvania is the con­ 
trolling law, according to Simon. 
This reads as follows: 
“He (the 
governor) 
shall 
have 
power to remit fines and forfeitures 
to grant reprieves. communtaUon^ 
o f.^ n ten ce and pardons, except In 
cases of impeachment, but no par­ 
don shall be granted, nor sentence 
commuted, except from the reconi- 
mendaticm in writing of the lieu­ 
tenant governor, secretary 
of 
the 
commonwealth, 
attorney 
general 
and secretarj' of Internal affairs, or 
any three of them, after full hearliif; 
upon due public notice and in open 
session, and such recommendation, 
with the reasons therfor at length, 


shall be recorded and filed in the 
office of the secretary of the com­ 
monwealth.“

governor and 
lieutenant 
governor
